Haskett pleads not guilty 

Lawyer 98 per cent certain accused will testify in trial

Didsbury Review 


Daniel Charles Haskett pleaded not 
guilty Monday to charges of animal cruel¬ 
ty- 

A trial date is set for May 23 in Didsbury 
Provincial Court. 

Following the hearing, his lawyer, Mark 
Takada, said at the end of the day a judge 
will have to decide if he’s guilty beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 

“There are two sides to every story, “said 
Takada. 

“Eventually the two sides will come out 
in court." 

He said he’s “98 per cent certain” his 
client will testify during the trial. 

A second hearing for the youth co¬ 
accused in the case took place Thursday, 
but was postponed until Jan. 18 when he Ls 
expected to enter a plea. 

Following court, local lawyer Brian 
Foretell, who Ls representing the youth, 


said he had no comment as to how he 
plans to proceed with the case. 

Since news first broke of the incident 
that lead to the death of a lab-collie cross 
named Daisy Duke back in October,

Haskett has received numerous harrassing 
phone calls. 

Takada said his client is “perplexed 
about the public reaction to the case." 

Once again, Monday saw a crowd of 
media inside and outside the small court¬ 
house. 

In a twist of irony, Drew Marceton, the 
lone man arrested during a protest outside 
the courthouse last month, appeared on 
the same docket as Haskett Monday, to 


answer a charge of mischief. 

His case was pushed back to give the 
Crown a chance to review it. 

“I would have really liked it to have been 
over today,” he said following the appear¬ 
ance. 

Marceton said he applied to become a 
member of the RCMP but he received a 
letter last week saying his application had 
been rejected. 

The letter didn’t give a reason for the 
rejection, but Marceton phoned them and 
they told him this criminal charge is why. 

Marceton maintains he never intended 
to cause trouble that morning outside 
court. 

“I just completely snapped,” he said. 

“It’s something I regret and I’m ashamed 
of.” 

Marceton will be back in court Dec. 20 
for plea. 

He’s not alone in his anger over the 
death of Daisy Duke. 

A petition initiated by local dog groomer 
Tamara Chaney to push for stiffer penal¬ 


ties for animal abusehas, to date, garnered 
more than 45,000 signatures. 

“I’m overwhelmed by the signature sup¬ 
port shown," said Chaney. 

Chaney and her many “Stop Animal 
Cruelty” team members have expanded 
their campaign by introducing bumper 
stickers in support of their cause. 

All funds raised will go to A.C.C.E., a 
local non-profit organization that collects 
food, toys, blankets,etc., for animals.

Norovirus creating 
staffing shortages 
at hospital

Health officials are urging precautionary 
measures be taken this week after a rash 
of Norovirus cases has created a staffing 
shortage at the Sundre hospital and Care 
Centre. 

The facility has seen a recent increase in 
the number of people visiting the hospital 
with symptoms associated with gastroin¬ 
testinal illness due to Norovirus, say 
health officials. 

As the virus can be easily passed 
through close contact with an infected 
person, many staff are falling ill which has 
lead to staffing difficulties in several areas 
at the hospital. 

In many of these cases, getting rest and 
drinking plenty of fluids is the best way to 
recover, say health officials. 

The virus generally causes only minor 
illness but it can be debilitating for the 
very young, the very old or those with 
weakened immune systems. 

Health officials say precautions you can 
take to help avoid getting mid spreading 


the virus include: 

• Always washing your hands after 
using the bathroom, after providing 
care to an ill person, after handling 
soiled laundry, mid before handling 
food. Washing your hands breaks the 
chain of transmission. 

• Anyone who has suffered vomiting 
and/or has diarrhea should avoid the 
following activities until the symp¬ 
toms are over: attending schools or 
child care facilities; or, visiting friends 
and relatives in seniors’ residences, 
continuing care facilities or hospitals, 
mid preparing food for others. 

Norovirus is a viral infection that occurs 
throughout the year, but is more common 
in the winter months. 

Symptoms include vomiting and/or diar¬ 
rhea, and may also include muscle aches 
and low-grade fever. Although unpleasant, 
symptoms usually last only 24 to 48 hours 
and require no special treatment.

Didsbury Town council¬ 
lor Stan Neufeld says he’s 
“troubled by the whole 
process.” 

Expenses underlined in 
thie new budget came in 
twice as high as last year’s 
and Neufeld isn’t sure 
t hey’re justified. 

“Why all of a sudden?" he 
asked his fellow council¬ 
lors during last Tuesday’s 
regular council meeting. 

“What’s to stop this from 
doubling next year? 
Nothing. Absolutely noth¬ 
ing.” 


funding is not being includ¬ 
ed as a part of that figure, 
so the total requisition 
amount is $42.71), with 
municipalities responsible 
for the full $23.79. 

Didsbury councillor 
Brian Wittal, who sits on 
the Mountain View 
Regional Emergency 
Services Commission, said 
the increases are justified, 
and well overdue.

Thain said the fact is that 
people want the same qual¬ 
ity serv ice they’ve been get¬ 
ting, and the Commission 
wants to, and is responsi¬ 
ble to, provide it. 

Some of the increased 
costs are reflected in a plan 
to improve EMS access, 
through a new station, and 
three new ambulance 
units, which will mitigate 
code red occurances in the 
region. 

In November alone, there 
were 16 code reds, mean¬ 
ing no ambulances were

As council works out its 
own budget, Neufeld said 
issues like this are what 
will likely lead to increased 
taxes for Didsbury resi¬ 
dents in 2007. 

Despite his concerns, 
council has no choice but 
to pay the money MVRES is 
requisitioning them for. 

The requisition comes in 
at $23.79 per capita, the 
same as last year. 

But last year, that was 
offset by provincial fund¬ 
ing, so municipalities were 
only actually paying $3.81 
per capita. 

This year, provincial 


we’re going to have our¬ 
selves a real issue,” he said. 

MVRES Executive 
Director Nick Thain 
agreed. 

He said the number of 
calls the organization 
receives annually has near¬ 
ly doubled since 2001. 

“In that time there has 
been no change to the serv¬ 
ice delivery model. No 
addition of ambulances, no 
addition of staff, nothing," 
he said. 

“So we have, in essence, 
doubled our volume with¬ 
out adding any resources 
to offset that.”

Wittal said that has to 
change. 

“It’s continually pushing 
great risk,” he said. 

“Do you want to be the 
one who has a heart attack 
when we have a code red 
and we have to go to outly¬ 
ing areas to get an ambu¬ 
lance to come in?” 

The other key factor in 
the increased budget is that 
MVRES is entering into a 
union agreement for the 
first time. 

While negotiations are 


not yet finalized, Thain said 
the move is bound to have 
financial implications to 
the service as a whole. 

Thain said the decision 
to enter into a collective 
agreement was a staff driv¬ 
en initiative. 

“1 think wages were a 
nuyor factor," he said. 

“We pay our EMTs $12-15 
an hour and the city pays 
between $21 and $26 an 
hour. 

And competing with even 
higher paying industries, 
like oil and gas, is becom¬ 
ing increasingly difficult. 

In listening to reaction 
from councillors, Thain 
said he’s concerned that 
EMS is going to be sudden¬ 
ly seen as a cash heavy 
service, when that’s not 
what it is at all. 

“I understand that there’s 
quite an uproar right now 
about the driver on our 
funding,” he said. 

But he maintains that the 
numbers were arrived at 
after much scrutinization. 

“This was a very difficult 
budget for the board to go 
through because we had to 
make some very hard deci¬ 
sions to move forward.” 

Wittal said the budget 
just makes good sense. 

“At the end of the day, 
when we looked at it on a 
per capita basis, we’re pay¬ 
ing more to get our garbage 
moved than to have our 
ambulance service operat¬ 
ing,” he said.

At the Kitchen Table 



There were seven of us 
growing up and there 
was never much money 
so I suppose Christmas 
was a stressful time for 
Mom and Dad, but I don’t 
remember in any way 
feeling deprived. 

All the kids had a gift 
or two and as the three 
oldest grew up and went 
to work the four younger 
ones got better and bet¬ 
ter presents. Even Mom 
and Dad finally got some 
nice gifts. 

Our stocking bulged 
with oranges, apples, 
walnuts and candy, there 
was a fresh smelling if 
rather sparsely decorat¬ 
ed tree, and of course 
there was Christmas 
Dinner. 

Christmas dinner was a 


major event and in my 
memory we always had 
company. One of mom’s 
sisters and her family, a 
couple of neighbourhood 
bachelors and sometimes 
a person or a family that 
we didn’t know. Dad 
seemed to have a knack 
for finding people “down 
on their luck” and Mom 
always prepared lots of 
food. 

We raised our own 
turkeys, several the folks 
gave away as Christmas 
gifts to the aunts and 
uncles and the one Mom 
cooked for our dinner 
was so enormous it hard¬ 
ly fit into her WearEver 
aluminium roaster. 

The cellar was full of 
potatoes, so a great bowl 
of mashed potatoes was 
easy to do; turnips, also 
from the cellar, were 
mashed with brown 
sugar and butter, we 
always had quarts of 
canned corn, saved espe¬ 
cially for the occasion, 
and lots of variety in the 
pickle department: beets, 
cucumbers, relish, high 
bush cranberry jelly, 
quarts of gravy, heaps of 
stuffing, homemade 


buns. 

I don’t remember salad 
but Dad was big on 
coleslaw so coleslaw 
may well have been on 
the menu. And then there 
was the pudding. The 
pudding was made weeks 
ahead, packed into quart 
jars and steamed in the 
canner for two and one 
half hours. It was made 
from grated carrots and 
potatoes, suet (later mar¬ 
garine) sugar, flour, 
raisins, currants, peel, 
mixed fruit and spices. 
The pudding was heavy, 
dark and rich and 
smelled marvellous. It 
was served with a heav¬ 
enly caramel sauce made 
from butter, brown sugar, 
flour and water and 
maybe if it was available 
a dollop of rum or 
brandy. The pudding was 
Mom’s piece de resist¬ 
ance; she was very proud 
of it, she put a lot of love 
and skill and hard work 
into its accomplishment 
and most of her children 
still make it from her 
recipe. I add red cherries 
to my version because I 
like the added colour, but 
it’s still Mom’s pudding 


recipe and when my sis¬ 
ter and I made it this 
week we could feel her 
with us in the kitchen. I 
start mine in the 
microwave before put¬ 
ting it to steam and so I 
only have to boil the pots 
for one hour and Mom 
probably wouldn’t 

approve, but the pudding 
does not seem to suffer 
for the shortcut.

Nature of the Applications 

An application has been filed with the EUB by the Town of Didsbury (the Town) for approval to renew its natural gas distribution franchise 
agreement (the Agreement) with ATCO Gas and Pipelines Ltd. (ATCO Gas). The Agreement gives ATCO Gas the exclusive right to deliver natural 
gas to the residents of the Town for 10 years. 

The Agreement has been based on a standard natural gas franchise agreement commonly used in the province. Some of the noteworthy changes 
from the current agreement include a change in responsibility for utility relocation costs caused by municipal purposes, provision ot extra 
services, options for purchase of the distribution system by the municipality, and provisions respecting third party use of the distribution system. 
The Agreement also requires ATCO Gas to pay the Town municipal taxes as well as a franchise fee for use of municipal rights ot way Previously 
ATCO Gas only paid a franchise fee in lieu of municipal taxes. ATCO Gas has applied to the EUB for approval to revise its delivery rates so that the 
franchise fee and municipal taxes included in the Agreement can be recovered from retailers providing service to customers within the Town of 
Didsbury. ATCO Gas bills retailers for its delivery charges and these would include the franchise fee and municipal taxes Retailers bill customers 
for all charges of ATCO Gas in addition to their energy charges. The franchise fee is required to be billed as a separate charge on gas billings. The 
revised franchise tee and the municipal taxes paid to the Town would also be recovered as a separate utility charge on customer billings within the 
Town of Didsbury. Between the years 2000 and 2005 the fee, on average, has accounted for about $56.75 ot the yearly bill of an average 
residential sales customer, and in 2005 the fee accounted for about $74.00 of the yearly bill. 

The franchise fee provided in the proposed agreement would initially be set at 20 per cent of the non-gas components of customers' bills, which 
are the fixed charge and variable charge on residential bills. The combination of the municipal taxes and franchise fee changes would increase the 
yearly billing of an average residential customer in the Town by about $3.75 from the amount paid in 2005 An average residential customer uses 
about 135 GJ annually. Customers should contact ATCO Gas if they would like more specific details regarding how this change will affect their bill. 
The Agreement allows the Town to change the level of the franchise fee at its own discretion on an annual basis, without any further review by the 
EUB. However the Agreement does not allow the Town to impose a franchise fee above 35 per cent, so the Town would not be allowed to increase 
the level from the level of the initial fee
